Ford: A Very Human President

Behind the broad shoulders,, 
square jaw and ruggedly hand-] 
some features, what is Presi 
dent Gerald Ford really like? 

We have checked with con- 
gressional sleuths, who in prep- 
aration for Ford’s vice presi- 
dential confirmation hearings] 
earlier this year, gave him the 
most thorough investigation of: 
any man who has ever assumed 
the office. We have talked pri- 
vately with some of his most in- 
timate friends. We have ob- 
tained access to the confiden- 
tial audit of his tax returns. 

From these sources, we havq, 
p!i^ togethter a portrait of an in 
t<|nsely human President, basil 
c4lly decent, inherently honest:., 
vitthout guile, who still would] 
like his friends to call him 
"Jerry.” 

He uses expletives that would 
be deleted from White House 
transcripts, but he never would 
pretend he didn’t. His profanity 
is good-natured, not vicious 
characterizations of his ene- 
mies. 

When Ford first learned 
about the Nixon "enemies list,” 
he remarked in disbelief: "ll 
you have so many enemies you 
have to keep a list, you are in< 
trouble.” 

Nor have his friends ever 
heard him, even in his most re- 
laxed moments, let an ethnic 
slur slip by. He has often voted 
against the economic interests 
of blacks. He first opposed but 
later suppo^tac Lcivil rights leg- 


islation. When the black con- 
gressional caucus opposed his 
conformation as Vice President, 
Ford was hurt. 

"You would think they would 
know me better,” he told a 
I friend sadly. 

Another friend recalls watch- 
ing a TV newscast with Ford 
I when the cameras focused on an 
impoverished black family be- 
ing evicted from their home in 
I Mississippi. Ford jumped up in 
agitation. 

, “What a shame! What a 
shame!” he exclaimed. “A coun- 
I try this rich can do better.” 

The new President has a ro- 
bust sense of humor and enjoys 
locker-room jokes. In the back- 
rooms, he has the loose mascu- 
line manner of the football star 
he once was. 

He has an occasional drink 
and doesn’t try to hide the fact. 
For his thirsty friends, he mixes 
the drinks himself and never 
summons an aide to wait on him. 

A visitor caught him in shirt 
sleeves helping to pack the 
crates when he moved from his 
congressional office to the vice 
presidential quarters. The visi- 
I tor, not recognizing the muscu- 
lar Ford, mistook him to be the 
chief of the moving crew. 

’ Afterward, a friend asked him 
why he didn’t let his staff han- 
dle the packing. "Oh,” shrugged 
Ford, "this is the kind of thing I 
can do.” 

After he was appointed Vice 
President, we phoned him at his 
modest Alexandria, Va., home, 
and got a man’s voice on the 


other end. It was Ford still an- 
swering his own telephone. 

The President instinctively 
likes people and is concerned 
about them. He tied up a friend 
for long hours helping him with 
vice presidential arrangements. 
The friend’s exasperated wife 
j finally complained that he 
I might as well not bother to come 
home but stay at the Ford’s. Ge^ 
aid Ford picked up the phone 
land apologized to her. "I just 
couldn’t have gotten by without 
him,” said Ford about her hus- 
iband. She was flustered but 
mollified.

Another friend recalls, the mer^ 
‘were talking about world afH 
fairs, and the women were dis^ 
cussing the problems of the 
handicapped. The compassion- 
ate Ford shifted his attention to 
the women’s conversation. 

As Washington watchdogs, we 
have had occasion to check into 
reports that Ford has misused 
campaign money. We discov- 
ered on the contrary that he has 
always refused to accept cash 
contributions. He has insisted 
upon checks, which can be prop- 
erly recorded. We never found 
the slightest evidence that he 
ever diverted a dime for his per- 
sonal use. 

The audit of his tax returns 
confirmed our findings. Once he 
mistakenly spent $1,167 in polit- 
ical funds for a family trip to 
their condominium in the Vail, 
[Colo., ski country. The moment 
he discovered the bookkeeping 
mistake, he immediately reim- 


Ford’s lawyers assured him 
he was entiUed to the deduction 
and could defeat the IRS in tax 
court. Nevertheless, Ford in- 
sisted upon giving the govern- 
ment the benefit of any doubt ^ 
and ordered his accoontani to I 
write the IRS a check. ' 

Ford’s returns show he 
earned a total Income of 
$224,364.10 for the first three 
years of the 1970s. He paid 
$75,111,44, or about a third of his 
income, in federal taxes. An ad- 
ditional $6,261,42 was paid to 
Michigan in state taxes. 

The FBI investigation of Ford 
before his confirmation as Vice^^ 
President was so thorough, he / 
was told, that agents even ques- / 
tioned a high school football ' 
player who allegedly had been 
kneed by Ford in a tough-fought j 
game. The refertes threw Ford / 
out of the game over the inci-/ 
dent. As Ford was later told, 
former football rival confirmed? 
Ford had been ejected from thef 
game but confessed that Fordi 
had never actually kneed him. | 
Ford told friends he wa$/. 
pleased the FBI had been soi^ 
thorough.

As the nation’s 38th Presi- 
dent, Gerald R. Ford enters 
office already having 
weathered some of the close 
scrutiny that brought the 
downfall of Richard M. 
Nixon. 

His tax returns have been 
audited by the Internal 
Revenue Service with only 
one minor adjustment— a 
disallowed deduction for 
clothing bought for the 1972 
Republican convention. 

His persona! finances 
show he has not grown rich 
iSi office, that he falls far 
short of being a millionaire. 
v))ith most of his money tied 
up in homes in Michigan 
and Virginia and a ski re- 
sort apartment in Colorado. 
He has only a few hundred 
dollars in a bank account. 

HIS CAMPAIGN dona- 
tions have been sifted 
through, with only one 
embarrassment— the fail- 
ure to report at least 111,500 
in checks for his 1970 con- 
gressionaj race. Congress

Only last fall. Ford m6i 
went the scrutiny of both tf. 
Senate and House as a. 
open prelude to what history 
has now brought about.

FORD DISCLOSED his 
total income for the six 
years from 1967 through 
i m -ha d been_$45U£Laad 

paid 

federal income taxes. 

His taxes were nearly 
twice as high as those Nixon 
paid in his first presidential 
term on a much higher in- 
come. A furor besieged 
Nixon over his payments of 
only $878 and $793 in two 
years. Nixon was ordered 
this spring to pay back 
taxes on his improper 
deductions. 

In the one change made 
by the IRS in reviewing 
Ford’s tax returns, it billed 
him for $435 after disallow- 
ing a business deduction he 
had claimed on $871 in 
clothing bought for the GOP 
convention in 1972. 

While Nixon had become a 
millionaire in office. Ford 
listed his net worth at $256.- 

m . 

Nearly two-thirds of those 
assets— $162,000— are in real 
estate. Ford owns houses in 
suburban Alexandria, Va., 
and his former hometown of 
Grand Rapids. Mich., and 
has a condominium at the 
ski resort of Vaii, Colo. 

Tax stamps on the Vail 
deed indicate Ford pur- 
chased the apartment suite 
four years ago for $50,500. A 
Vail developer said the 
property has doubled in 
value since then. An aide 
said Ford bought the con- 
dominium with his savings 
and personal loans, but has 
the de Us simW

A shipping company in 
San Francisco, Pacific Far 
East Lines, pleaded guilty 
in federal court four years 
ago to a series of illegal 
corporate contributions 
which included a $100 dona- 
tion for Ford’s 1966 House 
race in Michigan. 

In 1970, serving as his own 
campaign treasurer. Ford 
failed to report publicly at 
least five checks for $11,500 
from a Wall Street fund, a 
New York City oilman, the 
banking lobby, and others. 

Since a candidate was re- 
Ciuirred' tb disclos e any, con - 
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which he handled 
personally, Ford may have 
committed a technical 
violation in signing a sworn 
statement as treasurer that 
purported to list all his cam* 
paign's donations, but omit- 
ted those checks. 

Ford told the hearings 
that he didn't include the

mittee. Although the 
Republican headquarters 
then sent a similar sum 
back to Gran Rapids to pay 
Ford's leftover campaign 
bills, Ford contended this

IN FORD'S last House 
race in 1972, his main two 
campaign committees spent 
about $87,000. Nearly half of 
that, $38,216, was collected 
by a secret fund-raising 
committee in Washington 
before a new disclosure law 
took effect. The donors were 
never identified because the 
chemicals industry official 
who acted as treasurer had 
died and the records could 
not be found. 

The public filings on later 
Ford contributions showed 
$7,500 from two political 
funds for a maritime union, 
$2,500 from a banking lobby 
fund, and $2,000 from the 
Teamsters Union political 
fund. 

Employes at two defense 
firms also said Ford’s name 
was put on lists passed out 
to workers who wanted to 
make donations. Several 
executives at General 
Dynamics Corp., a nuclear 
submarine builder, gave 
$1,211. Another $925 came 
from the employes at Tele- 
dyne Ryan, and aerospace
